FIRE AND EXPLOSION. | 


HALF A MILLION DOLLARS’ DAMAGE 
AT PUROELL’S MALT HOUSE. 


Eleven Firemen and. One Other Man 
Hurt, Some Perhaps Fatally, at a Blase 
on Larrabee Street=The Shufeldt Dis- 
tillery in Danger from Sparks — Great 
Amount of Barley and Malt Ruined — 

- Eighty Per Cent of the Damage Said to 
Be Covered by Insurance. 


The malt house of W. H. Purcell & Co., 
Nos. 26 to 80 Larrabee street, caught fire last 
night and $500,000 damage was done. 

The first alarm came as a “still” to hook 
and ladder company No. 3. Hardly had the 
firemen entered the burning building than a 
terrific explosion took place. The sidewalk 
in front of the building was hurled in the air 
and débris seattered in every direction. Eleven 
firemen were serious!y burned one citizen 
was wounded in the shoulder. who 
were burt are:

Building Filled with Grain. 


W. H. Purcell & Co. occupy a building 125 
feet square at Nos. 26, 28, and 80 Larrabee 
street, The structure is really a collection of 
buildings varying in height from three to 
eight stories. Its owners say it is a new 
building; Chief Swenie says itis an old one 
patched up. At the time of the fire the build - 
ing was filled with barley either in store or in 
process of conversion into malt. J. C. En- 
gelhdrdt, the firm’s superintendent, said there 
were 300,000 bushels of barley and 375,000 
bushels of malt in the building. He valued the 
barley at 60 cents a bushel and the malt at 75. 
— said the entire amount would be a total 

O88. 

The fire started from some unexplained 
cause in the top story of the main building, 
which was used for storing grain. As the top 
story was of wood and practically windowless 
the fire had got a good start before it made 
any show on the outside. By the time ‘Capt. 
Frank Conway, Acting Chief of Battalion, 
reached the scene the main structure was 
blazing. Conway turned in a 4-11 alarm, and 
then with a number of firemen went into the 
basement of the building to locate the main 
fire. | 

The men were in the building and reinforce- 
ments were just rounding the corner of Lar- 
rabee street and East Chicago avenue when 
the roar of an explosion came from the burn- 
ing building. At the same instant, in a sheet 
of flame, the heavy plank sidewalk was thrown 
into the air and from the pit of flame beneath 
two firemen were hurled into the road. 


A Second Explosion. 


Another slighter explosion followed, but 

this did little beyond blowing out the doors of 
the building, The great front wall cracked 
and seemed about ‘to fall, but regardless 
of the danger the uninjured firemen rushed 
to their comrades’ rescue. More of the men 
was rendered unconscious by the shock, but 
many were so blinded that they wandered 
helplessly around in the smoke and flames re- 
ceiving worse injuries every second. Capt. 
Conway was the first removed. He was taken 
away so quickly that a report spread that he 
was still in the flames and a long search was 
made for his body. He is badly burned. John- 
son, Bassett, Conway, Carroll, Beck, and 
Stevens were standing on ladders at the time 
of the explosion. All were thrown to the 
ground, Stevens dropped through the hole 
left by the wrecked sidewalk into the base. 
ment. He is dangerously and perhaps fatally 
hurt. . 
The added engines easily coped with the 
fire and it was soon under control. Right 
across the street is the Schufeldt distillery, 
Sparks settled on the roof several times, but 
a well-directed stream averted all danger. 

What caused the explosion is not known. 
The firemen say it was mill-dust, Supt. En- 
gelhardt says there was no dust there. 
“There was not enough dust there to fill a 
shovel,” he said last night, and the explo-

Wasuineron, D. C., Sept. 23.—[Special.]— 
Representative Breckinridge of Kentucky has 
presented his answer to the charges brought 
against him by Miss Madeline V. Pollard, in 
which he denies all the allegations. In de- 
tailing how he met the plaintiff he says: 

In the spring of 1884, defendant being on the 
train from Lexington to Frankfort, was accosted 
by a young woman between 20 and 22 years of 
age, who introduced herself to him as Miss Mad- 
eline Breckinridge Pollard, saying her father was 
such an admirer of John C. Breckinridge that he 
named her after the said Breckinridge. Subse- 
quently, defendant received a letter from plaint- 
iff saying she was in great distress, and desiring 
his legal advice, and asking him to see her at 
Wesleyan College in Cincinnati, which, the de- 
fendant answered, was inconvenient. She noti- 
fied him that the matter about which she 
was distressed was an engagement to mar- 
ry, which had assumed a condition worse 
than a divorce suit and reiterated her request 
to see him personally. Defendant did see the 
plaintiff at said college, and she gave him a full 
recital of her relations with one James C. Rodes; 
thereupon defendant advised her to consummate 
the contract between her and Rodes by marriage, 
and subsequently, aftetra full conversation with 
Rodés, defendant renewed this advice. De- 
fendant denies that he then or at any other time 
or placé attempted to take advantage of the 
youth and inexperience of the plaintiff, and 
denies that he then or at any other time was inti- 
mate with the plaintiff. He also denies that 
there was at any time any agreement, contract, 
or understanding of marriage between the plaint- 
iff and the defendant.

The State law provides for the compensa- 
tion of justices out of the fees accruing from 
the business brought before them. Among 
other fees they are allowed $1 each for ap- 
proving bail bonds, The Mayor appoints a 
necessary number of these justices to preside 
over police courts at salaries ranging from 
$2,000 a year upwards; and when they get 
their appointments they sign a contract with 
the City Controller waiving all fees in favor 
of the city in the exercise of their functions 

court hours. If an arrest is made after 
hours and the Justice is called 
upon to accept a bond he is allowed $1 each 
for every such bond. But this privilege has 
been abused almost daily in this wise: A 
man is arrested at night on a city or State 
charge. He pays the Justice $1 for accepting 
his bond. The next day, although he is ready 
for trial the police ask a continuance, which 
is always granted, and the bond is renewed 
with the same bondsmen, but the Justice de- 
mands and gets an additional dollar for sign- 
ing the papers again. Perhaps the next 
day another continuance is taken at 
the request of the prosecution, and 
the defendant is compelled to pay another 
dollar for the same bond. This money the 
Justice receives in open court while acting as 
an agent of the city, although the city docket 
never shows, it is said, that such money has 
been received. Not only this, but where a 
defendant is known to have money and de- 
mands a change of venue from one Justice to 
another the Justices have been in the habit 
of compelling the defendant to pay the Jus- 
tice before whom his case is pending 50 
cents for swearing that he, the defendant, 
can’t get a fair trial in that court. 
Says There Is Collusion. 

Controller Wetherell wouldn’t say out of 
how much revenue the city had been defrauded 
by the collusion of Justices and police bailiffs 
in the last six months, but he did say that a 
close computation would be made in every 
instance. 

„The bail bond and change of venue levies 
are not the only things that I have against 
these Police Judges, however,” he said. 
„They have attempted to square themselves 
with me on their accounts by sending in ‘ per- 
sonal expense’ items, where they pretend to have 
paid out cash for the services of constables in 
city cases. In every instance I have refused 
to audit these items and demanded an itemized 
account of services rendered, for which, if 
correct, I will issue vouchers, That there 
have been grave irregularities in the police 
courts I have little doubt, and I propose to do 
what I can to correct them.”

Yesterday morning M. Bourget, accompa- 


| nied by his wife, went over to the Art Institute, 


where the Parliament of Religions is in 
session, and in the afternoon they visited the 
World’s Fair. 

Last evening the noted writer talked on 
both topics as only Bourget can. At first 
glance Bourget would hardly be taken for a 
Frenchman. He is a remarkably handsome 
man and almost so typically American in his 
appearance that it is hard to conceive this is 
Bourget’s first visit to this country. He is 
not the American of Chicago or New 
York, but that perfect and typical 
character which does not exist out- 
side of Frohman’s plays, where Bourget 
might be cast without eng of cos- 
tume, He is of athletic figure, igh in color, 
bas black mustache, and r which is soft 
and slightly inclined tocurl. He speaks En- 

lish almost abominally for such a master of 
— but in this regard he promises a 
speedy reformation. Bourget says he intends 
to travel all our America.“ but not until 
he has seen the Fair and Chicago. For this 
purpose he has set aside three weeks. In- 
comprehendable vastness ’’ is Bourget’s first 
conception of Chicago and its Fair, for 
M. Bourget confounds the two delightfully. 

“ Your city and Exposition,“ said he. are 
twin miracles. I cannot comprehend them. 
New York I can understand and was much 
impressed with. I am impressed with Chi- 
cago, perhaps, more, but in a far different 
way. It is 80 reat, 80 big, 80 
what you call I believe incomprehensible, and 
such buildings, such noise, such people. And 
it is the people I can’t understand. I mean 
by that that they are not English, not French, 
but American, and grandly typical of nothing 
but America. And their dominant character- 
istic? Well, I know scarcely what term you 
might use for it in the English tongue, but 
what strikes me as most characteric is what 
we term “bon homie.” I see it every where, 
on the trains, in the streets, at the hotels, and, 
yes above every where else, at the Fair. 

„No, I don’t think Chicago is cosmopolitan. 
Not in the least. New York is somewhat cos- 
mopolitan, Newport is much so, Newport, 
in fact, is cosmopolitan, but Chicago not a 
bit. It is American, nothi but American, 
and is grandly and peculiariy typical of the 
American people and country. In no other 
country could such a city be, and Chicago is 
a miracle at that. 

“ The Fair is like Chicago. You must re- 
member that I have spent but a few hours 
and I have at best only that general first con- 
ception of a vast wilderness of beauty. Vast, 
big— more than any description could carry. 
But it is not cosmopolitan—not as Paris 
Exposition was. 

No, the two Expositions could hardly be 
compared. There are no common points of 
similarity; they are not of the same kind. 
This is the more wonderful by far— 
greater in expectation and realization, 
but American, typically 80. at 
such a pret city of white beauty 
should havé been reared from level areas of 
wooded waste is a miracle. As I say, I 
believe W 2 such a thing could be accom- 
plished, effect of the water—the artifi- 
cial waterways, I mean—is sur ingly beau- 
tiful. But I speak of what has struck me 
dumb with wonderment. But I mean to un- 
derstand more. I intend to take plenty of 


ve seen One thing

never see its like again. 

Next to the Fair I believe the Parliament 
of Religions is a wonder without a precedent, 
in a different way. Only here could such a 
gathering be possible. It mears much; its 
effect will be felt when the Exposition be- 
comes à past, and perhaps a factor in history. 
But the Parliament of Religions will undoubt- 
edly become an important factor in general 
history, notin itself, but in its effect, and I 
ht. ve been reading the speeches made there in 
the newspapers and I want the entire proceed- 
ings of the parliament from its inception if, 
as they should be, they are made into book 
form.“

Mr. Newman’s Story of the Wreck of the 
Haytien Warship. 3 

New York, Sept. 23.—First Officer New. 
man of the Prins William I., which brought 
news of the foundering of the Haytien warship 
Pedion and the teported loss of eighty souls, 
including many diplomats, was seen this 
morning aboard the steamer which is lying at 
Woodward stores, Seuth Brooklyn. He gave 
further important particulars which precluded 
a doubt of the catastrophe. He likened the 
sorrow of the occasion to that caused in En- 
gland by the loss of the Victoria. He said; 

There were sixty_aboard, not eighty. Just as 
we were leaving Port Au Prince warship 
Dessalines, the sister ship to the Alexandre 
Petion, returned from the scene of the catas- 
trophe, whither she had proce wee — 
first news was received, brought by a half - era 
Belgian sailor, the only survivor and white 
man aboard the. sunken Worship. The ines 
cruised about several days in the vicinity of 
where the Petion went down.

: Debts of a Deud Monarch. 


The unfortunate artist King of Bavaria died 
leaving benind him debts to the amount of 
8,000,000 marks. After his death 5,000, 
000 marks had to be added to pay for enter- 
prises and obligations entered into before his 
death. That made a total of 13,000,000 
marks ($3,120,000) to be paid. The press- 

debits were discharged from the private 
purse of the dead King Otto. They now foot 
up about 8,000,000 marks. Another 6,000,- 
000 marks will be spread over the next ten 
years. After the death of the King a public 
loan was subscribed to pay the debts. The 
outstanding part of that will be repaid in 
July, 1894, and the repayment of the other 
loan will be finally attempted in 1903.

Mr. Gladstone against the peers. 
Such a declaration, combined with the Glad- 
stonian program of disestablishment in Wales 
and Scotland, would undoubtedly have 
strained to the utmost the relations between 
her Majesty and the Prime Minister. a 

The approach of the campaign against the 
Lords has caused several English Bishops to 
propose to leaders of the church in Scotland 
that they join an offensive and defensive al- 
liance to fight disestablishment and the re- 
form of the Upper House. The Scotch 
churchmen, however, received the proposals 
so coldly that the project of an alliance has 
been abandoned. The Scotch clergy seem to 
regard Welsh disestablishment as inevitable 
and almost justifiable.

Politics is at the lowest ebb in London just 
now. All the Cabinet Ministers are out of 
town and the clubs are deserted. Among the 
Irish members of Parliament who will take 
advantage of the recess to make American 
tours are Florence O'Driscoll, anti-Parnellite, 
for South Monaghan, and Arthur O’Connor, 
anti-Parnellite, for East Donegal.

Lonnon, Sept. 28.—The mystery surround-

SAMBURG LINE BECOMES CAUTIOUS. 


White Cholera Exists at the German Port 
Steamers Will Dock at Southam pton. 
Sovrnampron, Sept. 23.—The Hamburg- 
American line steamer Augusta Victoria, from 
Hamburg, has been ordered to delay sailing 
from here for forty-eight hours because the 
Hamburg-American company has, in view of 
the cholera in the vicinity of Hamburg, de- 
. to make Southampton the port of de- 
parture for its express steamers instead of 
Hamburg. It was only a few days ago that 
the company notified its agents, Smith, Sund- 
ius & Co. of London and Southampton, that, 
acting in accordance with the advice of Dr. 
White, the United States medical representa- 
tive in Hamburg, it had decided to make 
Cuxhaven, about seventy miles below Ham- 
burg, the port of entry and departure of its 
It appears now, however, that to 
avoid all possible chance of its steamers be- 
ing detained in quarantine at New York 
Southampton will be made the port of entry 
and departure. The Augusta Victoria has a 
clean bill of health, but it was learned by the 
health officers that a fireman who had shipped 
aboard the veasel at Hamburg had been taken 
ill shortly after the steamer left. He had 
been put ashore at Cuxhaven, being too sick

States that 
have been hostile to the idea of universal intelli- 
gence and that at one time made it a criminal 
offense to teach black men and women to read 
and write have, under the blessed influence of 
the missionary work of the churches, been won- 
derfully converted and are now making r Foxe 
priations for the education of colored children 
and founding and maintaining institutions that 
rank as normal schools, colleges, and industrial 
schools. 

More Religion and Less Church. 


More of religion and less church may be ac- 
cepted as a neral answer to the question, 
“Whatcan religion further do to advance the 
condition of the colored people in the South?“ It 
is not difficult to specify wherein church inter- 
ests have failed and wherein religion could have 
helped to improve these people. In the first 
place the churches have sent amongst us too 
many ministers who bave had no sort of prepara- 
tion and fitness for the work assigned them. With 
a due regard for the highly capable colored min- 
isters of the country, I feel no hesitancy in say- 
ing that the advancement of our condition is more 


hindered by a large part of the minist entrust- 


spirit of their institutions, the high sentiments of 

eir civilization, and the maxims of their religion 
as they do in denving to our men and women the 
full rights to life, liberty, and the pursuit of hap- 
piness.

OUTCOME OF THE PARLIAMENT OF R- 

LIGIONS. 

The great Parliament of Religions which 
has been in session at the Art Institute during 
the last two weeks, and which will close this 
week, presents a striking spectacle and one 
which has commanded attention all over the 
world. There have assembled in this parlia- 
ment the representatives of all the prominent 
religious sects of the world. Christians— 
Protestant. Catholic, and Greek—Hindoos, 
Buddhists, Brahmin sects, Jainists, Shintoiats, 
Tendaists, Shingenists, Confucianists, Mo- 
hammedans, Hebrews, Parsees, German Ideal- 
ists, Swedenborgians, Quakers, Theosophiste, 
Christian Scientists, the Salvation Army, 
mem bers of various societies of psychical re- 
search and others, representing offshoots of 
different faiths, have met in harmony and 
submitted statements of their belief. There 
have been but two discordant notes—that of 
Joseph Cook, who evidently does not see the 
necessity of a parliament of religions, since 
there is no religion but his, and the advocacy 
of polygamy by Mohammed Alexander Webb, 
whose divagation may be explained by the 
fact that he came originally from St. Louis. 

The importance of this parliament consists, 
first, in the fact that a clear statement of be- 


| lief has been made by those who are author- 


ized to do so. and, second, in the fact that 
those whom we have been accustomed to call 
heathens are not so much heathens as we im- 
agined. Under some of the religions lies the 
clear idea of divinity. Under all lies the 
clear idea of morality. In a general way it 
has been made apparent that Buddhism, Mo- 
hammedanism, and Christianity are the three 
universal ethical religions, starting from 
basic principles and representing not the 
sentiments of this or that nation, but 
the, aspirations of the beart of human- 
ity. Islamism, the offshot of Judaism 
and Christianity, acknowledges the absolute 
sovereignty of, one supreme God to whom 
man owes obedience. It has its angels, its 
judgment day, its resurrection, its rewards 
and punishments, Buddhism works out the 
problem of final salvation from the miseries 
of existence through the agency of sclf-renun- 
ciation and successive reincarnations. At the 
head of Christianity stands the God who 
must be worshiped in spirit and in truth. 

But these three ethical forms of religion 
are not all which have sprung from the banks 
of the Nile and the Euphrates. The proceed- 
ings of the parliament have shed a clear light 
upon them and numerous others, and have 
furnished volumes of information which may 
be summarized briefly. Buddhism has been 
specially fortunate in its expositors. Its 
fundamental teaching is universal sympathy 
with all mankind and animal kind, oneness 
of life, usefulness of life, humanity and wis- 


dom in perfection, reincarnation, the enjoy- 


ing or suffering in this life of what has been 
done in past lives, and by gradual develop- 
ment the ultimate absorption in Nirvana. 
In the sense of a Supreme God,“ said one 
of the speakers— 


Buddha says that there is no such being; ac- 
cepting the doctrine of evolution as the only true 
one, with the corollary, the law of cause and 
effect, he condemns the idea of acreator. But 
the Supreme God of the Brahmins and minor 


gods are accepted. But they are subject to the 


law of cause and effect. 

China comes to the parliament represent- 
ing three great forms of religion, Buddhism, 
Taoism, and Confucianism. The first two 
are very similar. Taoism is the original 
Chinese religion in its latest developments, 
while Confucianism claims to be a restora- 
tion of the old faith in pure forms. The 
latter is the most interesting of the three. It 
recognizes no Supreme God. All gods are 
supreme, each in his own domain, and their 
name is legion, for the spirits of the deceased 
are all worshiped. Confucianism is based 
not upon divinity but upon humanity, man 
being considered the product of heaven and 


) earth, By following the will of the former

Hindooism has many gods but there is one 
supreme God above all gods, that One alone 
who has upheld the spheres, as the Veda puts 
it. Hindooism was well defined by one of its 
representatives: 

The Vedas teach that the soul is divine, only 
held under bondage of matter, and perfection 


will be reached when the bond will burst, and 
the word they use is therefore mutki—freedom 


fall off through the mercy of God, and this 
mercy comes on the pure. So purity is the condi- 
tion of his mercy. 


In a word, the whole struggle of their sys- 
tem is to become perfect and divine, to reach 
God and to see God. This reaching God, 
seeing God, becoming perfect, even as the 
Father in Heaven is perfect,“ constitutes the 
religion of the Hindoos. When the body dies 
the Hindoo believes he still will go on living, 
for the human soul is eternal, perfect, and in- 
finite, and death means only a change of 
center from one body to another.“ Reincar- 
nation, salvation by action, and the unity of 
the all are fundamental principles in the Hin- 
doo's creed. 

The Parsee ig a monotheist. He has but 
one God, described by Zoroaster as true, 
lucid, shining, all-perfect, all-powerful, and 
all-wise,’’ ruler of both the material and im- 
material, He believes in the.jmmortality of 
the soul. He has his heaven (vashishta-ahu), 
his hell (achishta-ahu), and a bridge bet ween 
heaven and this world (chinvat), where a

It is well to consider this state of affairs 
at the present time, when nine Judges 
are to be selected and when a combination of 
gamblers, groggerykeepers, mouthing dema- 
gogues, and Anarchists has been formed to 
prevent the election of one of the veteran 
Judges—an able jurist, honest, industrious, 
painstaking, conscientious, a man profoundly 
versed in the law, and who gives his whole 
time to the service of the public. Is this 
combination to be permitted to pack the 
bench with its creatures,. the police court 
shysters and the barroom political lawyers? 
Is the bench of Cook County to be further de- 
teriorated by the election of intriguing para- 
sites of political bosses without learning, 
without ability, without. dignity, without con- 
science? Are the higher courts to be reeruited 
for in the Police Justice shops? 

These are matters for the people of Cook 
County to seriously consider. There are 
good lawyers, capable men of the highest in- 
tegrity and’ honor, lawyers of conscience, 
men of dignity and character in sufficient 
numbers from whom to select nine Judges 
for Cook County this fall.

HOW TO PROLONG LIFE. 

Tas Trrsunz of last Sunday presented a 
synopsis of the views of Dr. C. W. De Lacy 
Evans of London in regard to the cause of 
the phenomena of old aging and of prema- 
ture death. This was shown to be accumula- 
tions of gelatinous and earthy matter in the 
system, principally the latter, and that mostly 
consisting of lime its compounds. This 
material is taken into the system ia the food 
and drink, enters into the blood, and from 
that fluid is deposited in the bony and other 
tissues, the result being a slowly progressive 
ossification. of the body. The following is a 
eketch of his ideas as to the way in which 
this ossification may be greatly retarded, but 
of course not entirely—that is. how one may 
work for a lengthened prolongation of exist- 
ence, 

It is one of nature’s laws that we are built 
what originally was vegetable 
albumen; and with the exception of the alka- 
line and earthy salts every structure and organ 
in our bodies was developed from and is nour- 
ished by it. Men may live entirely upon 
fruits, and as they contain a comparatively 


small quantity of the earthy salts, the cause 


of old age is in some degree removed by using 
them freely. Neft to fruits animal flesh con- 
tains the least amount of earthy salts, the 
younger animal less than the older, and the 
fish less than the herbivora. Fish also con- 
tains phosphorus, out this is especially 


marked in shell fish, which contain more, 


earthy matter than do fish with fins and scales. 
The vegetable roots contain still larger per- 
centages of earthy matter, this varying with 
the soil in which they are grown. The cereals 
contain most of all, and with them we may 
include the leguminous seeds, Hence the 


„Man's 


bread alone appear to be capable of support- 
ing prolonged human existence; this on ac- 
count of the small quantity of nitrogen it 
contains. Man’s first and ordained diet was 
fruits, and he lived long when not cut off pre- 
maturely by accident or disease. Then he 
ate animal food and his years were fewer. 
After this he grew vegetables and the cereals, . 
and not content with this additional shorten- 
ing he has now learned to add lime artificially 


to them (in the soil), thus shrinking and les- |; 


sening an already shortened term of exist- 
ence. 

On reviewing nearly two thousand reported 
éases of persons who lived more than a cent- 
ury we find the greatest variety. Some were 
total abstainers, others drunkards. Some 
smoked tobacco, while others did not, Some 
lived entirely on vegetables, and others to a 
great extent on animal food. Some drank 
large quantities of water, and others little. 
But in those cases where we have been able 
to obtain a trustworthy account ot the diet 
we find one great cause which accounts for 
the majority of cases of longevity. It is mod- 
eration in the quantity of food. (Did they 
not also avoid the stimulus to appetite given 


by condiments?) Many of the number were | 
very abstemious. N 5 
perature, the breathing of pure , cleanli- 
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tion of old age. This would be aided bya 
more liberal use of fruits and a aiminished 
use of cereal food, though the latter need not 
be avoided altogether. Distilled water can be 
procured from the druggists at a moderate 
cost now, but if it came into extensive use it 
could be sold very-cheaply, as a gallon of it 
can be obtained by the combustion of little 
more than one pound of cheap fuel when the 
distillation is performed ona large scale, so 


that the item of transportation and delivery 


would be the chief cost to the consumer. The 
means of effecting a great of the 
term of human life, when not cut short by ac- 
cident or microbic disease, may thus be said 
to be within the reach of the great majority, 


and that without entailing great singularity in 


diet or materially adding to the trouble of 
cost of living.

ROTTING GAS AND WATER PIPES, 


A report recently made to the Bell Tele. 
phone company of. Boston conveys a great 


deal of indirect information in regard to the 
destruction of gas and water pipes by electric 
currents in cities where the overhead single 
trolley system of electric railways is in opera- 
tion. Many of the underground telephone 
cables are being destroyed, the heavy electric 
currents discharged by the electric railways 
following the cables and using the cable 
sheaths as conductors. It is found that the 
currents cause corrosion of the lead of the 
cable sheaths wherever such currents leave 
the cables and pass into moist earth or into 
the surrounding moist air of the ducts or of 
the manholes. It has been determined that 
there are sections where the currents enter 
and other sections where the currents leave 
the cables. | 

This destructive action of the electric cur- 
rents extends to the water and gas pipes, and 
to almost all other buried metal work. Such 
a condition of affairs must exist to a greater 
or less extent in all cities where the + 
trolley system isin use, and probably it is 
only a question of time when the Aae 
results will make themselves manifest. The 
report is accompanied by several photographs 
showing the appearance of corraded cables 
and pipes. In some cases noted the destruc- 
tion has occurred at potentials under half a 
volt, and it may be regarded as an established 
fact that whenever we have a current passing 
from an easily oxodizable metal to the liquid, 
such as would be encountered in the earth, 
corrosion is bound to occur. 

The severity of the action may be dimin- 
ished to a limited extent by so arranging the 
direction of the current used for the street 
railways as to make it pass out over the trolley 


wires and back through the ground. In this. 


way the direction of the current would be 
generally from the earth’ to the cables, thus 
diminishing the corrosive action in certain 


places. But this method would not be a com- | 


plete protection, as there would be places 


where the current would still flow from the 
cables.

One old and, to all appear- 
ances, stolid Chinaman, With a gray and 
reverend pigtail that reached to the bottom of 
his long blue ulster, and who can say one dollar 
more easily than he can 50 cents, presides 
over one of .the curio booths in the Temple. 
When a prospective customer is looking over 
the goods the eyes of the ancient clerk follow 
him like those of a hawk. He reads the visit- 
or's glance as it falls upon each article, knows 
by the changing expression of his counte- 
nance whether or not he is pleased, and de- 
cides what to charge him accordingly. But 
when the customer looks up the old China- 
man’s face is immobile and he is gazing ab- 
stractedly into space. 


Fortune-Telling a la Chinese, 


One of the interesting features of the Tem- 
ple of China is Prof. Tong Li Hin, the famous 
fortune-teller. Prof. Hin, according to a bul- 
letin posted over his learned head, is qualified 
to give accurate information upòn the follow- 
ing topics:

The Chinese method of fortune-telling pos- 
Sesses advantages over others in that it is 
simple and sure. Prof. Hin is a solemn 
gentleman of impassive countenance, whose 
expression changes not as he interprets the 
book of fate. He wears iron-bound spectacles, 
the glasses of which are the size of an ordinary 
watch crystal, He is installed behind a plain 
wooden table, upon which are a vessel con- 
taining a score of flat sandal wood sticks, 
about the size of a lead pencil, and the awful 
book in which the future is written in double 
rows W top to the bottom of the mystic 
pages. * wears a silk cap, shaped like 
one ot his native pagodas, and his 
venerable pig-tail trails upon the floor behind 
his chair, offering inducements which many a 
small boy has with difficulty resisted. Beside 
the professor sits another Chinaman of more 
jovial appearance, acting as interpreter and 
business manager to the sage, who cannot 
speak English and despises money—the one 
in inverse ratio to the other. Before the as- 
sistant fortune-teller is a long strip of 
coupons, each valued: at 10 cents and good 
for one interview with destiny. These coupons 
upon being tofn off and used are put into a 
locked box, upon which incense is burning, 
lending to the situation an atmosphere of 
asthmatic orientalism and mystery. 

When the venturesome one who would pen- 
etrate the future comes before Prof. Hin, 
having previously paid 10 cents to propitiate 
the gods—and the stockholders of the com- 
pany—he is bidden to take six sticks separate- 

from the vase and hand them to the fort- 
une-teller. To take the six sticks at once 
would indicate that the mortal was rash and 
desired to rush upon his fate, a human char- 
acteristic that prejudices destiny against him 
and tends to make Prof. Hin hustle—a 
process to which that gentleman has hered- 
itary objections. Each of these six sandal 
wood sticks, drawn at random from the vase, 
is numbered; and the fortune-teller carefully 
records these numbers upon a slip of brown 
paper. Then the subject is asked to look at 
the bulletin above the professor and decide 
which of the seven topics indicated he will 
have light &pon. Obtaining this information 
Prof. Hin fearlessly opens the dread book, 
and going through the motions of writing a 
laundry ticket with the same ostensible re- 
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bed-slat, while another group of wooden 
Chinamen, also mustached., bored, and elab- 
orately attired, look om, The executioner in 
this series of groups is the only manikin into 
whose countenance the artist has put any ex- 
pression. He is a most ferocious looking per- 
son, with bulging eyes and savage mouth, and 
is a different color in each group. In the 
1 of the butcher's punishment he is in 
pink. 


In che next group, Fun shment for parri- 


cide, where the victim is cut into one thou- 
sand pieces, he is yellow. The victim, in 
this instance, seems to rather like the pros- 
pect of being cut into one thousand pieces. 
The executioner is just beginning on him 
with a long knife, proceeding firs: to slit him 
down the middle from the breast bone. An- 
other one of these groups is (still reciting the 
program), Punishment for obtaining the 
Emperor's daughter for a wife, through 
misrepresentation to her father; he 
telling the Emperor that he has no 
wife. which is false.“ The victim in this in- 
stance has a most self-satisfied air. He is 
placed between two upright boards and is to 
be sawed in halves with them. The execution- 
er is represented as just beginning to do the 
sawing, he on this occasion being blue, prob- 
ably because he realizes that he has got to 
work,

Wong Loy has charge of “ the front of the 
house’ at the Chinese Theater.

He 
stands at the door of the theater in the rear 
of the bazaar, end exhorts the visitors there to 
enter. The burden of his argument seems to 
be chat any man, woman, or child who is de- 
terred by the small charge of 25 cents from 
going in to see the p is beneath contempt, 
opportunity for the re- 
mainder of an embittéred life. 

The Chinese Theater resembles that of other 
countries principally by reason of the fact 
that it has a stage, actors, and an orchestra. 
The orchestra is on the stage with the actors. 
The musicians number six, and they try to 
keep out of the way of the performers as much 
as possible. The company works eleven hours 
per day—from 9 to 12 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, fyom 1 to 6 in the afternoon, and from 7 
to 10 in the evening. There are no women in 
the company, all the female parts being played 
by men, who dress and paint to represent 
: women, and do it so well as to deceive any 

person who is not informed in the matter.

There is no possibility of making a mistake 
in Prof. Hin’s method, because the numbers 
on the sticks correspond to pages in the book, 
and an error can only occur through gross 
carelessness, of which the professor is incapa- 
ble. There is another value to the destinies 
hidden in Prof. Hin’s book. It contains no 
evil future for anybody. The professor aver- 
ages about 150 fortunes a day, and so far 
they have all been good ones. 


In the Joss House. 


It costs 10 cents to go up-stairs in the 
Temple of China. The visitor is informed 
that he will find there a Joss House. It is 
evident upon reaching the next floor that the 
exhibiters have a different idea of a Joss 
House from that of their coreligionists, or 
else that they have sent their Joss away to be 
mended. However, the second floor of the 
temple is well worth a visit. The large com- 
partment is crowded with Chinese curios 
such as are rarely brought to this 
country. There are representations by 
means of carved wooden figures of various 
incidents in the history and romance of the 
country. . 

The series of groups called the Ten 
Courts of Justice in Hell” is particularly in- 
teresting, though somewhat lacking, perbaps, 
from an artistic point of view. It also seems 
evident the man who put the title on the 
group did not understand what it meant, for 
the Ten Courts in Hell” all represent tor- 
ture and punishment onearth. The first is 
the punishment ofa traitor. The gentleman 
is covered with a large copper bell and a fire 
is built on the outside, the pleasures of roast- 
ing thus being prolonged. The victim is rep- 
resented by a manikin of placid appearance 
on its knees with its hands in wooden stocks, 
the bell just being lowered over it, while a 
group of other manikins in their best clothes, 
with long mustaches and bored expressions of 
countenance, are looking on. 

The next group, according to the author of 
the guide book, is ‘‘ Punishngbnt inflicted upon 
butchers in China, ft being a crime to kill ani. 
mals. He is pounded into a jelly.“ A wooden 
man is lying easily on his back with serenity 
expressed in every feature, while an execu. 
tioner, naked to his waist, is lambasting the

prostrate figure with what appears to be a 
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Chun’s Appeal to the Six Kings,” “An Em- 
peror and His Party on Their Way to Visit 
the Moon,” The Separation of a General 
and His Wife,“ and A Minister on Trial for 
Punishment.“ There is a model of the great 
pagoda at Nankin, and. of the long bridge 
over the Yang-tse-Kiang, with its 
houses and shops. Another object of interest 
is a dragon 165 feet long, which is curled 
about two sides of the room. He is yellow, 
with red scales, and resembles a cross be- 
tween the sea serpent and a clothes-horse. 
There is a portrait of Confucius,.avho is repre- 
sented reading a book, with a rakish cap on 
the back of his head, and bearing a strong 
resemblance to Herr Johann Most of New 
York and Blackwell's Island. Very interest- 
ing are the models of a Chinese farmhouse, 
tea-house, and store, and there is also a fac- 
simile of a dwelling house of a Chinaman of 
rank and wealth. 

In this house dwells one of the few Chinese 
women who have ever been brought to Amer- 
ica. Shehas with her two children, a girl 
2 years of age and a boy of 11 months, who 
are alone worth the price of admission. Both 
children look exactly like Chinese dolls. The 
little girl is just big enough to trot around 
and is tremendously bored by the visitors who 
attempt to take liberties with her. She is 
growing a couple of pig-tails, which stand out 
straight on either side of her tiny head, and 
in her small blue Chinese.gown she presents a 
quaint figure. But the midget does not re- 
spond to any of the endearments that gushing 
girls and sentimental women lavish upon her. 
She, however, submits to be kissed and 
hugged and goo-gooed at, and there is an ex- 
pression of stolid resignation on her baby 
face, which shows that she has already learned 
to suffer and be strong. |

The company has 
imported thirty-eight actors direct from 
Canton, whom they are paying salaries that 
range from $100 to $10 per month, the 
astute Mongols requiring half the amount for 
the season’s engagement to be deposited with 
reliable Chinese bankers in San Francisco be- 
fore they left home. The company has also 
provided them with a furnished house, a

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Transportation Building is a more compre- 
hensive history of the conveyance methods of 
the world from the beginning of the Christian 
era to the present than any book ever written 
on the subject. There isa boat there said to 
be exactly like the one in which Christ rode 
on the Sea of Galilee. There is a representa- 
tion of the ass with ail its trappings, like that 
with which Mary and Joseph escaped from 
Nazareth with Christ. Thechairs of India and 
China, the ox cart of Mexico, all are repre- 
sented down to the great engines and palace 
cars of modern railroads. . 

The boat of the Sea of Galilee is in the west 
gallery. It is nearly as broad as it is long. 
About the center a weak little mast protrudes 
a few feet skyward. Near by is a Sedan chair 
from China, which before the advent of the 
jinrikisha ‘was about the only means of trans- 
portation. 

Down on the main floor in the Mexican ex- 
hibit, behind a street car, a wagon, and a lot 
of other things, is a craft hewn from a tree. 
It is fifty-three feet long and five feet wide. 
This canoe has been used on the streams of 
Brazil, including the Amazon River. In this 
same exhibit is the state carriage of Dom 
Pedro I. of Brazil, used in 1820. It is in 
shape not unlike some of the carriages of 
latest style seen today. It was once gorgeous- 
ly decorated, but the gold and carmine have 
faded and itnow looks likeacircus show 
wagon after a hard country campaign. 

In sharp contrast to this relic of bygone 
elegance are two hearses, finer than any ever 
built. The ‘price of each is $12,000. 
One is constructed above the running 
gear of whitewood and ash, ebonized. There 
is no relief to this somber hue save the gold 
of the elaborately carved images and the gold 
mounting of the gear. The carving required 
the work of five men five months. It is said 
the hearse was ten months in building. The 
curtains hanging inside the heavy beveled 
giass panels are of finest silk. The lamps sus- 
pended from the driver’s box on each side are 
works of art. The exhibits of hearses are quite 
numerous, but even the latest styles are not 
pleasant to contemplate. | 

Up in the north end of the gallery, near 
where some old time and present time Mexi- 
can methods of transportation are shown, are 
displayed some of the costliest harnesses ever 
made in this count There is one set, the 
leather of which enameled in white, gold 
mounted, valued at $750. Another of finest 
Russia leather, gold mounted, costs $1,150. 

In the annex, one of the locomotives is 
equipped with a device for burning petroleum 
asafuel. It has been pronoun a success 
by officials of the Pennsylvania and other 
roads. One of these officials was asked why, 
if oil as a fuel was a success. his road did not 
adopt it. Hesaid the road had gone deeply into 
an investigation of the matter, and even sent a 
‘man to Russia to get accurate statistics of the 
production of oil there. This information was 
necessary in order to make an estimate of the 
world’s production of oil. The figures as to 
this country were also secured. The 
officials hnew that oil could be used 
with economy at present prices. But after 
all information was secured it was found that 
if the Pennsylvania road used it in its en- 
gines one-third the entire production of 

troleum in this country would be needed. 

uch an fthcreased demand would at once 
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What wheat is to Minnesota, fruit to Cali- 
fornia, and lumber to Washington, what art 
‘is to Italy and war to Germany, fishingis to 
Norway. If anybody doubts it let him visit 
the Fisheries Building and talk to Otto Eager, 
the assistant Norwegian Commissioner. He 
will learn that the Exposition accorded 8,000 
square feet, or one-fifth of all the space in the 
Fisheries Building, to the Norwegian exhibit 
as a matter of course. a 

Commissioner Enger tells with pride how 
80,000 men, representing 400,000 people or 
one-fifth of the entire population of Norway, 
are engaged in the fisheries, and how they ex- 
port $12,000,000 worth of proceeds of their 
industry every year. He tells how they catch 
sixty-six kinds, or two-thirds of a!l known va- 
rieties of edible salt water fish, and a dozen 
other kinds for oils, fertilizers, and leather. 
Yes, leather; for the skin of the wolf shark 
makes a good leather, yellow with black spots, 
suitable fotshoe-uppers and even for porte- 
monnaies and bookbinding. Still. he says, 
the main reliance of the fisheries is cod and 
herring. 

„We know all about fish-balls in our coun- 
try. No one in Norway thinks of making fish- 
balls out of salt fish, nor out of codfish,% salt 
or fresh. The only really nice fish-ball is made 


out of fresh haddock. To be first-class, the 


fish should be caught and made into fish-balls 
all within a few hours.“ 

„od fish mainly for codfish, don’t you?“ 

“Yes. At Lofoten we have 8,000 boats 
and 25,000 men fishing for cod and they 
sometimes catch 1,000,000 a week. We 
separate the tails and skin for glue, the 
livers for oil, and the tongues and necks for

delicacies. The rest we salt and ship as bone- 
less codfish. O. they are useful fish without 
berverting them to the manufacture of fish 
balls?“ 

Is the use of cod liver oil going out of 
fashion?“ 

No, and it never will. On the contrary, it 
is becoming more popular as a remedy in 
pulmonary diseases than ever before, and is 
even being used for other complaints. Since I 
have been here I have given away some to be 
used externally for skin diseases and it proved 
an efficacious remedy, too. Great care is 
used in the manufacture of the oil in 
our country. Here in this case are 
a number of papier maché models of cod 
livers, beautifully colored to represent healthy 
livers and livers diseased in various ways. 
These are for the education of the cod fisher- 
men. To use a diseased liver in the manu- 
facture of cod liver oil in Norway is as great 
an offense as ballot-box stuffing in America. 

„Other fish are divided in the same way as 
the cod. In this glass jar is a coarse meal. 
That is made of the heads and bones of fish 
ground up, and isa great fertilizer. Here is 
some more made of the flesh of whales, which 
is fed to cattle. Here is some made of whole 
herrings of an inferior species, used both 
as cattle feed and as a _ fertilizer. 
Then we have a new article called fish-flour, 
invented by Prof. Waage of Christiania two 


years ago. This is prepared from the had- 
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„What are the principal products of North 
Carolina?’ This was a question asked in all 
the geographies. of forty years ago. and the 
answer was, “ Tar, pitch, and turpentine.” 
But if any one will visit the North Carolina 
exhibit in the Agricultural Building and talk 
awhile with H. G. Griffin he will wonder how 
the nickname of Tarheel could ever have 
been applied to the North Caralinans. 

Tar, pitch, and turpentine? he said to a 
reporter for Tun Tamonn. O, yes, we raise 
tar, pitch, and tarpentine, and it is a great 
ind sstry, too. The world would pretty near- 
ly stand still but for our tar, pitch, and tur- 
pentine. I was talking with an agent of the 
Russian Government the other day on this 
subject and he got so excited that he just 
packed his gripsack and started for North 
Carolina. He is down there now investigat- 
ing our products and thinks he is doing a 
great thing for his people.” 

“Tar, pitch, and turpentine are your prin- 
cipal products, then? 

„Who said that? I know the old geog- 
raphies used to say it, but we have repudiated 
them long ago. Why, North Carolina is the 
garden spot of North America. We raise 
everything that is good down there. Our 
State is 500 miles wide, from east to west, 
you know, and in that space we have every 
variety of climate and every variety of 
products. The seaboard is covered with 
pines. Were you ever in a pine grove? If 
you were not you never knew life, and 
health, and peace. The Northern peo- 
ple just revel in our pine country, espe- 
cially those who have pulmonary complaints. 
The very atmosphere ia not only fragrant, 
but healing. As you sit in the door of your 
cabin drinking in the balsamy perfume and 
listen to the sighing of the wind through the 
boughs, unlike any other music in the world, 
your nerves relax, you begin to feel forgive- 
ness for your enemies, you believe that God 
is love and that earth is heaven, and then sud - 
denly your eyes close and you dream that you 
are sitting on a golden sunset cloud listening 
to the singing of angels and eating ambrosia. 
Tar, pitch, and turpentine—yes, we have pine 
trees, but besides the pine trees we have more 
than 
America.“ 

„What, for instance? 

„Mp, just look around the pavilion with 
meamoment. Do you see this bale of cot- 
ton! Well, that is the only cotton exhibit in 
this building from the United States. Judge 
of cotton? Feel it. Ever see anything nicer? 
Look at this immense bundle of sugar cane. 
Didn't know that we produce sugar, I suppose, 
but we do.
